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he Pilgrim Fathers found the wild turkey in 
Massachusetts "in great Hocks"—it was so 


important to them as a food bird that without 
it there might not have been that first Thanks- 
giving. 


The wild turkey is found only in North and 


Central America, and its range used to be from 
Mexico north (o New Hampshire. But with the 
coming of settlers, agriculture and new land 
uses the turkeys began to disappear fi'om many 
areas. Their habitats were destroyed and their 
populations decimated by over-hunting. 


In Massachusetts, for example, the wild 


turkey was extinct by the mid-nineteenth cen- 
tury. But in 1959, the Massachusetts Coopera- 
tive Wildlife Unit and the Division of Fisheries 
and Came initiated a project to restore the 
turkey to the Commonwealth. The method 
used was transplantation: wild birds were 
brought in from other states and set free, with 
ater trapping and releasing for further dis- 
persal. The experiment has been a great suc- 
cess. The statewide population in the spring of 
1970 was estimated at 170, and the wild turkey 
is considered firmly established once more.

A Play's the Thing 
for Barry Nelson

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


Much like the passenger pi- 
geon, another rare bird—the 
Broadway actor, sometimes 
known as the matinee idol- 
is rapidly becoming all but 
extinct. Barry Nelson, one of 
the rare birds still around, 
thinks he knows why. 


"All the actors have flown 


away to California," says 
Barry, who hasn't. "Once 
there, most of them get stag-1 
nant faster than their swim- 
ming pools. When I first 
s t a r t e d in this business, 
there were Broadway actors, 
but now they're pulling guys 
in off the streets to do plays. 
That's one of the t h i n g s 
wrong with Broadway to- 
day." 


One of the things that's 


right with Broadway is that 
Nelson is usually there. He'll 
be back Nov. 30, co-starring 
with Carol C h a n n i n g in 
"Four on a Garden/1' a new 
Abe Burrows vehicle. 


Now and then Nelson takes 


time off for a movie or to 
run down to Haiti to do some 
art buying. ("The artists are 
sensational and it's the only 
island left in the Caribbean 
that isn't totally populated 
with bellhops," he says). But 
niost of the time he's work- 
ing in New York. 


" E v e r y b o d y loves suc- 


cess," he admits, "but there 
have been times when I've 
done a play, even though I 
knew it wasn't going to have 
a long run, just because I 
liked what it had to say." 


"Cactus Flower" was one 


of the Nelson successes. "I 
did more to upgrade the 
image of the dentist than 
any man in history," he 
smiles, showing no cavities. 
His last effort, "The Engage- 
ment Baby," 
folded after 


two nights. Everybody thinks 
"Four on a Garden" will do 
considerably better. 


Nelson credits "the pulse 


of New York" and divorce 
with keeping him on the 
East Coast most of the time. 


"I love it here, but I might 


have gone the Hollywood 
route myself," he admits, 


South America 


"except for my divorce three 
years ago. I'm on my own 
and I don't need the big 
house in the hills with the 
pool or most of the other 
amenities. An actor should 
never get too comfortable or 
he'll lose his sense of real- 
ity." 


To Nelson, the 
real-life 


role of the actor "is a lot like 
the role of the guy leading a 
community sing. 


"You have to know where 


you're going next. If you let 
the applause seduce you, 
you're dead. You know what 
you're trying to create and 
you have to guide the audi- 
ence wherever it is you want 
to go." 


Although Barry claims to 


have no knock on directors, 
he isn't all that awed by 
them either. Which is not to 
say he won't get along well 
with Abe Burrows. 


"The only thing you can 


ask of a director is good 
taste," he contends. "If a di- 
rector has that, he won't ask 
you to do things-that you'd 
feel stupid doing. Other than 
that, it's impossible to say 
how much an actor gets 
from a director. In some 
situations, he may get a lot. 
In others, he may get noth- 
ing. 


"But the b a s i c rule, I 


think, is that, if your name is 
up there above the title, the 
people who come to see the 
show are entitled to see you 
in a tour de force. It's up to 
the director to get the hell 
out of the way and give you 
room. If he doesn't want to 
do that, then he should take 
your name down and hire a 
guy off the streets for $100 a 
week and lead him by the 
nose." 


Despite his love of the 


theater and all that goes 
with it, Barry isn't all that 
crazy about actors, either. 


"I 
know people in this 


business who make millions 
who are n o t e d for their 
moods," he smiled. "What 
do they want? To be king 
maybe? 


"Everybody thinks there's

WASHINGTON (AP) - On 


the first anniversary of his 
Apollo 12 walk on the moon, as- 
tronaut Alan L. Bean today cau- 
tioned against granting the So- 
viet lunar robot triumph exces- 
sive credit. 


"Don't 
underestimate 
our 


ability to use unmanned as well 
as manned spacecraft," he said. 


"Let us not be so concerned 


about what the other guy is 
doing with unmanned space- 
craft until he touches what we 
have done with manned explora- 
tion. He is not coming close 
yet." 


Bean summarized some of the 


things the U.S. has accom- 
plished on the moon which the 
Russians could not do with their 
remotely controlled rolling vehi- 
cle, and added: 


"We were in the manned busi- 


ness on the moon for 31 hours 
and less than that on Apollo 11. 


'Once man left the moon, we 


have had unmanned equipment 
operating there for a year, and 
there is no reason to believe it 
won't go on for another year." 


Bean recalled that on Apollo 


12 the spacecraft commander, 
Charles Conrad, Jr., had to 
hammer on the casing of the 
station's fuel element in order 
to get it loose and place it in the 
generator. Without this human 
assist the whole experiment 
would have failed. 


Bean also noted the Apollo 12 


magnetometers 
had 
to 
be 


placed 100 to 300 feet from all 
equipment in order to take 
accurate measurements of the 
very light magnetic fields. 


The Apollo seismometer had 


to have a good solid contact 
with the ground, so he and Con- 
rad dug a hole, placed a stool in 
it and then put the seismometer 
on the level base—something 
that would have been extremely 
difficult to do automatically. 


Gordon Swann, Apollo 12 rep- 


resentative for the Geological 
Survey, said a new phenomenon 
—small 
grooves 
or 
linear 


troughs—unnoticed 
in 
90,000 


moon photographs taken by the. 
unmanned Surveyor craft, was 
observed.

two important principles of 
play.

The m o d e r n automobile 


will carry you through rain, 
sleet, snow and gloom of 
night, asking little but oil in 
the engine and gas in the 
tank. 


But at some point in the 


life of every car, it will roll 
to a wheezing stop and re- 
fuse to go. At that point you 
are probably going to need 
the services of a tow truck. 


In one way, seeking a tow 


is like buying any other serv- 
ice. You call a garage, re- 
quest assistance and pay the 
resulting charge. But psy- 
chologically, it's a lot differ- 
ent from, say, hiring a man 
to paint your porch. 


If you're stranded out on 


some lonely road, perhaps 
with a car full of tired kids, 
you're apt to view a tow- 
truck operator more as an 
angel of mercy than as just 
a n o t h e r businessman. Hu- 
man nature being what it is, 
however, some operators are 
not above socking it to you 
because of your plight. 


Your best defense is to be 


aware of possible problems 
and to be ready to nip poten- 
tial overcharges in the bud: 


Do You Need a Tow?— If 


the problem is something 
like a busted fan belt or a 
bent fender that rubs against 
a tire, you don't need a tow. 
What you need is some first 
aid that will get you rolling 
again. If you realize this, de- 
scribe the problem on the 
phone. The driver can then 
bring equipment with him 
and make repairs on the 
spot. 


Check on Charges— Before 


Ihe driver hooks up, ask 
about rates. They should be 
based on a hoisting fee, plus 
so much per mile. You won't 
be in much of a position to 
bargain, of course, but you 
will look like less of a patsy 


if you display an interest 
early. 


Ask Where Car Is Going- 


Sounds obvious, right? But 
occasionally a trucker will 
try to tow a vehicle to a 
garage some distance away 
to boost the fee. The excuse 
is usually that nearer places 
are closed or that 
needed 


parts are not available else- 
where. The operator isn't 
likely to insist, however, if 
he senses your suspicion. 


List All D a m a g e s — If 


you've been involved in a 
collision, list all the damage 
done, and make sure the 
driver knows you are doing 
it. Towed cars have been

Watch His Technique- 


Fast towing with the front 
wheels elevated is hard on a 
car with an automatic trans- 
mission. Most trucks carry 
dollies to put under the rear 
wheels of the towed car. It is 
also possible to disconnect 
the car's drive shaft, but this 
is not an easy job. Hoisting 
the car's rear wheels and 
towing it backward is suit- 
able for short hauls at low 
speed. 


It will ease the pain of tow- 


ing slightly if you know that 
part of the charge will be 
paid by someone else. Most 
auto clubs offer road service 
as a benefit of membership, 
but the cheapest coverage is 
apt to be a simple addition 
to your auto i n s u r a n c e 
policy.

which control motor racing 
and which once carelessly 
maintained the one-for-all, 
all-for-one fiction, have just 
about dispensed with this ob- 
vious hypocrisy and are re- 
asserting

ence. 


The reason for this new 


stirring (and attendant fric- 
tion) is that the three major 
groups believe they are each 
strong enough to bury the 
other. NASCAR, the Sports 
Car Club of America (SCCA) 
and the United States Auto 
Club (USAC) apparently be- 
lieve that one will emerge 
from the growing fracas as 
the victor. 


And it appears that USAC, 


once a doddering group of 
inefficient cronies, may be 
gaining the upper hand. The

Enterprise Association. 


In the so-called "Year of the Quarter-

Mitchell 
Acquitted 
of Murder

FT. HOOD, Tex. (AP) - 


S.Sgt. David Mitchell has been 
acquitted in the first My Lai 
case to reach a court-martial 
verdict. 


Mitchell, 30, a 10-year Army 


veteran, had been charged with 
assault with intent to murder by 
shooting at 30 unarmed civilians 
at the Vietnamese hamlet on 
March 16, 1968. 


Nine other GIs are charged in 


connection with 
the incident 


that occurred during a combat 
swing through My Lai. 


"I always thought the Army 


was a great outfit. Now, I know 
it," said Mitchell, son of a Bap- 
tist minister who lives in St. 
Francisville, La. 


A military jury of seven offi- 


cers, including six Vietnam ve- 
terans, returned the verdict Fri- 
day night after six hours and 50 
minutes of deliberations. 


Mitchell was a squad leader 


in Company C, the same outfit 
in which Lt. William I,. Galley 
Jr., was a platoon leader. Galley 
is being court-martialed at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., on charges he 
murdered 102 civilians. 


The Army is still processing 


charges against eight other 
members of the Americal Divi- 
sion. 


When the jury returned to an- 


nounce its verdict, Mitchell 
stood at attention and saluted. 


"S.Sgt. David Mitchell, this 


court lias found you not guilty," 
said Col. Francis Giacomozzi, 
president of the court. 


Mitchell's wife, Rosa, leaped 


to her feet and shouted, "Oh!" 


"Sit down in the courtroom," 


ordered Col. George R. Robin- 
son, the military judge, who 
banged his gavel until the wom- 
an was seated. 


Mitchell returned to his chair 


and slumped down into it. 


His attorney, Ossie Brown, 


strode past him, patting Mitch- 
ell on the shoulders. 


Mitchell had taken the stand 


in his own defense. With tears 
streaming down his cheeks, he 
testified Thursday, "I shot at no 
one." 


Eight other defense witnesses 


testified that Mitchell was not at 
a ditch in My Lai where the 
Army charged he fired at hud- 
dled men, women and children. 


The 
prosecution presented 


three witnesses. Two said they 
saw Mitchell fire his rifle into 
the ditch. One said he saw 
Mitchell raise his rifle but nei- 
ther saw nor heard a report 
from it. None said they saw any 
bullets strike the people huddled 
in the ditch. 


Youth Knows 
Little About 
Politics 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - A 


national survey has found that 
most young Americans recog- 
nize social problems but have 
limited knowledge of political 
processes and racial injustice. 


Results of year-long tests and 


interviews of about 90,000 young 
persons were made public Tues- 
day by the Education Commis- 
sion of the States, an organiza- 
tion chaired by Gov. Russell W. 
Peterson of Delaware. 


"Most adults and older stu- 


dents show awareness of the 
more urgent problems which so- 
ciety faces," the report said, 
"and some of the ways it has at- 
tempted to alleviate them." 


Although less than half of the 


9-year-olds recognize the need 
for opposed viewpoints, it add- 
ed, most 17-year-olds and adv.lts 
do so and are rational and criti- 
cal about civic issues. 


The project is a continuing 


program that will last at least 
10 more years. It was set up in 
1964 with funds from the Carne- 
gie Corporation and has re- 
ceived later financing from the 
Ford Foundation and the U.S. 
office of Education. The pur- 
pose is to find out what the na- 
tion is getting in return for edu- 
cational outlays.

Group Suing 
to Bon Joys 
Deemed Unsafe

ened today to sue if eight toys 
the organization says can burn, 
lacerate or electrocute children 
aren't 
immediately 
banned 


from the market. 


Consumers Union, which does 


its own product testing, accused 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare of disregard- 
ing its obligations under a new 
Toy Safety Act. 


Morris Kaplan, the union's 


technical director, said parents 
are going into the pre-Christmas 
toy-buying season without as- 
surances the toys they choose 
are safe. 


In a statement prepared for a 


news conference, Kaplan listed 
eight toys the union tested and 
found hazardous. Four of them 
were identified by HEW's Food 
and Drug Administration last 
Friday as toys the agency in- 
tends to ban after a 15-day peri- 
od allowed for public comment. 


The FDA action was the first 


move 
toward 
using powers 


granted 
by the 11-month-old 


law. The FDA also said it is un- 
dertaking a pre-Christmas sur- 
vey of toys. 


But Kaplan called the FDA 


announcement misleading, not- 
ing the 15-day delay will permit 
the toys to remain on the mar- 
ket well into the Christmas sea- 
son. 


The FDA has said it would 


ban Protect 0 Product, a musi- 
cal toy rattle distributed by Re- 
liance Products Corp. of Woon- 
socket, Ri.; Party Pack Five 
Fringed Balloon Squawkers, dis- 
tributed by American Party Fa- 
vors of Pittston, Pa.; Jarts, a 
lawn dart game distributed by 
R.B. Jarts, Inc. of South Glen

The Consumers Union list in- 


cluded not only the cap gun, bal- 
loon squawker and dart game, 
but also Etch-a-Sketch, distrib- 
uted by the same firm which 
distributes the cap gun; Empire 
Little Lady Oven, distributed by 
the Metal Ware Co. of Two Riv- 
ers, Wis.; the Rapco Castright 
Metal Casting Sets, distributed 
by Rapco Toy Co., Chicago, 111.; 
Suzy Home maker Super Grill, 
distributed by Topper Toy Corp. 
of Elizabeth, N.J.; Winnie-the 
Pooh Crib Mobile, distributed 
by Sears, Roebuck and Co. 


Kaplan 
said 
the National 


Commission on Product Safety 
had branded the Etch-a-Sketch, 
the toy oven and the metal cast- 
ing set as dangerous in its final 
report last June. 


The commission complained 


the Etch-a-Sketch had an easily 
shattered glass cover plate. The 
oven produced surface tempera- 
tures of up to 300 degrees. The 
casting set not only produced 
surface temperatures of up to 
600 degrees, it also constituted a 
shock hazard, the commission 
said. 


Kaplan said the toy grill also 


presented a shock hazard and 
the crib mobile had a bracket 
which could be easily broken by 
an 8-month-old infant, leaving 
dangerous jagged points. 


Major Illness 
Insurance Bill 
Criticized

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration, all but 
promising to submit a similar 
plan of its own next year, has 
sharply criticized a Democrat's 
major-illness insurance propos- 
al as hasty and ill-considered. 


Sen. Russell B. Long of Loui- 


siana sprang his plan Thursday 
and said the Finance Commit- 
tee, which he heads, will vote on 
it next week. The plan would 
have the government pay 80 per 
cent of medical costs over $2,000 
a year or of hospitalization be- 
yond 60 days, at an estimated 
cost of $2.5 billioa a year paid 
for by increased Social Security 
taxes. 


Secretary Elliot L. Richard- 


son of Health, Education and 
Welfare, whose department is 
drafting legislation along simi- 
lar lines, said Long's proposal 
"has not received anything like 
adequate consideration." 


He noted there have been no 


public hearings on Long's plan, 
and said they are needed to ex- 
amine its impact on other 
health insurance programs and 
proposals. 


"The administration is now 


developing an over-all health 
strategy for submission to the 
92nd Congress" next year, Rich- 
ardson said through an aide. 


One HEW draft proposal, 


which health officials say has 
strong White House appeal, 
would pay all costs over $2,000 
or 60 days, not just 80 per cent 
as in Long's plan. It would also 
be paid for out of increased So- 
cial Security taxes and would 
cost an estimated $3 billion— 
$500 million more than Long's. 


Officials say the White House 


views the plan as a political 
counter 
to 
Democratic-spon- 


sored blueprints for cradle-to- 
grave national health insurance. 


The administration contends 


universal insurance would be 
unworkable, 
inflationary 
and 


cost an estimated $77 billion a 
year. 


Nixon has already promised 


to introduce in January a legis- 
lative program of government- 
subsidized health insurance for 
all poor families with children.

Red Tape Has 
Rescinded 
Pesticide Ban 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The Ag- 
riculture 
Department, 
stum- 


bling over a classic snarl of bu- 
reaucratic red tape has res- 
cinded its recent pesticides ban. 


At the urging of another fed- 


eral agency, the department is- 
sued an order six weeks ago 
banning the repeated use of pes- 
ticides on farm crops without 
special permission after Aug. 
31, 1971. 


Then it discovered the prob- 


lem was under review else- 
where in the federal bureaucra- 
cy and that a new environmen- 
tal agency will inherit the whole 
mess next month. 


"We had to placate the Interi- 


or Department by issuing the 
original order," said a USDA of- 
ficial. "But then it dawned on us 
that all these questions are un- 
der review anyway and will not 
be completed as soon as expect- 
ed." 


Since the review was taking 


into account repeated use any- 
way, the ban actually was a du- 
plication and unneeded, said a 
spokesman. 


G.G. Rohwer, in charge of 


pesticides regulations, said the 
first order "was not intended to 
be a notice of cancellation of 
any registration nor of refusal 
to register any product." 


Instead, he said, its intent was 


"merely to advise the public 
and the industry regarding mat- 
ters now under consideration." 


Pesticides 
included in the 


original notice were DDT, ODD, 
dieldrin, aldrin, endrin, hep- 
tachlor, toxaphene, BHC and 
chlordane. 


The revised notice said the de- 


partment had hoped to complete 
its review of these pesticides by 
next Aug. 31, but probably 
would miss the deadline for all 
except DDT. 


Correction 
Board Asked 
to Resign 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — State 


Rep. James Linder of West 
Helena has written members of 
the state Board of Correction 
asking them to resign so that 
Gov-elect Dale Bumpers can 
appoint a new board. 


Linder said his request was 


not intended to cast a reflection 
on the current board members, 
all appointees of Gov.

WASHINGTON (AP) — De- 


fending his son Ramsey as "not 
any Mr. Milquetoast," former 
Supreme Court Justice Tom 
Clark has suggested it may be 
time for J. Edgar Hoover to re- 
tire as director of the FBI. 


"We're both getting pretty 


old," the 71-year-old Clark said 
of the 75-year-old Hoover Thurs- 
day in a telephone interview 
from San Francisco. "That's 
why I retired." 


At the same time, Clark, who 


is also a former attorney gener- 
al, 
called 
Hoover "an 
old 


friend" and said "he's done a 
very fine job" as head of the 
FBI. 


Clark was asked to comment 


on Hoover's description of Ram- 
sey Clark as a "jellyfish." The 
FBI director's blast, in a Wash- 
ington Post interview Tuesday, 
followed the younger Clark's 
allegation in a just-published 
book that Hoover is overly con- 
cerned with his own reputation. 


"He's always spoken up," 


Tom Clark said of his son. "I've 
never known him to dodge any 
issue." 


As attorneys general, both 


Clarks were Hoover's boss, 
though the FBI and its director 
have considerable autonomy. 


"When I was there I had some 


problems, too, but I never aired 
them publicly," the former Jus- 
tice said of his relations with 
the FBI. He headed the Justice 
Department from 1945 to 1949. 


Clark left the Supreme Court 


in 1967 after Ramsey Clark had 
been named attorney general. 
Since then, he has headed var- 
ious projects to improve judicial 
administration and has served 
occasionally on other federal 
courts. He is in San Francisco 
presiding at an antitrust trial.

Pollution by 
Autos May Go 
to High Court

WASHINGTON (AP) — A de- 


cision appears imminent on a 
drive by 17 states to have the 
Supreme Court consider their 
suit charging the major auto 
manufacturers with conspiring 
to delay the development of an- 
tismog devices. 


The states want the court to 


order General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler and American Motors 
to equip all their cars built since 
1953 with devices that would cut 
down the 67.3 million tons of 
carbon monoxide released an- 
nually from auto exhausts. 


That would mean going to 


work on an estimated 85 to 100 
million used cars. Even if the 
court agrees to consider the 
matter, such an order is a long 
way off, however. First the 17 
states, headed by Washington, 
must persuade the justices the 
Supreme Court is the only suita- 
ble forum to settle the suit 
''swiftly. -•• '

Then the states would have to 


win their argument that the four 
manufacturers are guilty of con- 
spiracy in violation of the Sher- 
man antitrust Act. 


Frederic C. Tausend, a spe- 


cial assistant attorney general 
for Washington state, seemed 
hopeful in a telephone interview 
that the court would at least 
consider the suit. 


If the states are turned down, 


Tausend said, they will consider 
filing the same kind of joint suit 
in a federal district court. 


Attorneys for GM, Chrysler, 


Ford, American Motors and a 
fifth defendant, the Automobile 
Manufacturers 
Association, 


argue the Supreme Court is the 
wrong place for the kind of com- 
plex trial that would be re- 
quired. 


The states say, however, a fi- 


nal decision could take 10 years 
to reach if suits had to make 
their way up through several 
federal courts. 


Though this suit does not seek 


damages, 17 damage suits have 
been filed in courts across the 
country by parties ranging from 
the states of New York and 
Minnesota to an apricot farmer 
in California. Last September, 
federal judge Manuel L. Real of 
Los Angeles agreed to hold a 
hearing on the possibility of 
combining these suits. 


The states filed their motion 


for Supreme Court considera- 
tion August 5. The defendants 
replied October 3. The court 
could issue its decision on 
whether to hold a hearing next 
Monday, just before beginning a 
two-week recess. 


In the closing days of the 


Johnson administration the Jus- 
tice Department charged the 
four auto makers and their as- 
sociation with conspiracy. 


The government, however, 


dropped the case under the Nix- 
on administration but a consent 
decree restrained the defend- 
ants from any future conspiracy 
without pressing for a judgment 
on any past violations and with- 
out the auto makers admitting 
any guilt. 


This did not prevent the states 


or individuals from pushing 
ahead with their own lawsuits. 
The complaint to the Supreme 
Court was signed by Washing- 
ton, Illinois, Arizona, Colorado, 
Hawaii, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Ohio, Rhode Island, Ver- 
mont, Virginia, North Dakora 
and West Virginia.

American jets launched today 
what is believed to be the heav- 
iest air attack on North Viet- 
nam in seven months, Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird an- 
nounced. 


Laird sai- the warplanes hit 


missile and antiaircraft posi- 
tions "in response to attacks on 
our unarmed 
reconnaissance 


aircraft." 


In a statement released at the 


Pentagon, Laird termed the at- 
tacks against the Southern Pan* 
handle of North Vietnam "limit- 
ed duration protective reaction 
air strikes." 


His statement pinpointed the 


strikes well south of Hanoi and 
the port city of Haiphong. That 
was in contrast to an earlier Ra- 
dio Hanoi claim that waves of 
bombers attacked close to and 
south of Haiphong. 


The Radio Hanoi report moni- 


tored in Hong Kong said three 
U.S. jets and one American heli- 
copter were shot down. But 
Laird's 
statement 
made no 


mention of any losses. 


The North Vietnamese radio 


report also claimed a prisoner 
of war camp where there were 
"a number of U.S. prisoner of 
war casualties" was among the 
areas hit. 


The attacks followed by just 


over a week the downing of an 
unarmed American RF-4 recon- 
naissance jet about 100 miles 
north of the Demilitarized Zone. 
Two crewmen were lost. 


The loss evoked a stern warn- 


ing from Laird that "we remain 
ready to take appropriate action 
in response to attacks on our un- 
armed 
reconnaissance 
air- 


craft." 
1 Laird, who aides said spent - 
much of the night in his office 
while the attacks 
continued, 


said, "These protective reactive 
missions are designed to protect 
the lives of pilots flying un- 
armed reconnaissance missions 
... and pilots flying missions, 
associated with interdiction of 
North Vietnamese military sup- 
plies throughout Southern Laos 
moving toward South Vietnam." 


At the time the statement was 


issued (3 a.m. EST), a Defense 
spokesman refused to discuss 
specific targets, indicating the 
attacks were still in progress. 


But the Radio Hanoi report 


said they began about 2:30 a.m. 
Hanoi time and lasted more 
than an hour. 


The Pentagon spokesman said 


the use of the term "limited du- 
ration" was intended to mean 
that the strikes do not represent 
a general resumption of the 
bombing of North Vietnam, 
halted more than two years ago 
on Nov. 1, 1968.

Pauling offered the following 


prescription for cold sufferers: 


Take about one-half level W« 


spoon of the powder form of as- 
corbic acid—vitamin C—each, 
day until the cold disappears. 


When a person first catches a 


cold, he said, taking about one 
gram of ascorbic acid each ty^ 
will chase the discomfort away 


Pauling said continued suftejv 


ing with colds "is explained, fey 
the fact that in the past, the 
medical student has been taught 
little about vitamins and nutri- 
tion." 


"Fortunately, physicians ajre 


now beginning to recognize the 
value of the vitamins," he add. 
ed.
